In Bugging Affair 


One of the five men ar- 
rested carly Saturday in the 
aliempt to bug the Demo- 
cratic National Commitice 
headquarters here is the sal- 
aried securily coordinator 
for President Nixon's re- 
election canimitice. 

The suspect, former CIA, 
employre James W. McCord 
dr. St, also holds a separate 
contract to provide security 
services to the Republican 

. National Committee, GOP 
_ Rational chairman Bob Dole 
said yesterday. 

Former Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell, head of 

the Commitice for the Re- 
Election of the President, 


. said yesterday McCord was 
- employcd to help install 


tthat commitice’s own se- 
curity system. 

In a statement issued in 
Los Anceles, Mitchell said 
McCord and the other four 
men arrested at Democratic 
headquarters Saturday “were, 
not operating either in our 
behalf or with our consent” 
‘fn the alleged bugging
